ndditionally provide his draft 
board with convincing evidence 
pach year that he is continuing 
0 pursue satisfactorily a full- 
ime course of instruction at a 
ollege, university or similar in- 
btitution of learning. 


An undergraduate student 
ho is. pursuing a four-year 
ourse of study should earn 25 
per cent of the credits required 
or his baccalaureate degree by 
he end of his first year, 50 per 
ent at the end of his second 
year, and so on. If the degree 
equires five years of study, the 
student should earn 20 per cent 
pf ‘his total required credits each 
year. 


According to the Selective 
Service System, an academic 
vear includes the 12-month per- 
od following the beginning of 
he student’s course of study. 
This will allow the student whose 
lass load must be lightened to 
ake up lost credits during the 
summer months. 


A class II-S deferment may 
ontinue until the students com- 
pletes the requirements for his 
baccalaureate degree, drops out 
of college, or reaches the age of 
24, whichever occurs first. Any 
egistrant who has been granted 
mH student deferment under the 

ew law will not be eligible for 
other deferments except for ex- 
reme hardship of dependents, 
graduate study or employment 
necessary to the maintenance of 
he national health, safety or in- 
erest.

570 Aboard 
Drifting School 


Five-hundred seventy indivi- 
duals are now aboard a floating 
school, sponsored by Chapman 
College for a four-month study 
voyage. 

The 70 faculty and staff mem- 
bers and the more than 500 
under-graduate and graduate lev- 
el college students from throuzh- 
out the United States met in New 
York for orientation and registra- 
tion prior to sailing. The mobile 
campus embarked from New York 
on October 11 for the 10-day 
study voyage to ports in Europe, 
Africa and far eastern Asia. 

A fully accredited liberal arts 
curriculum is offered to students 
who attend classes six days a 
week while at sea aboard the 
15,015 gross-ton liner. Complete 
facilities for college work includ- 
ing 14 classrooms, library, a 
modern science laboratory, a 
280-seat theater, an oceanogra- 
phy laboratory, audio visual 
equipment and a fully staffed 
hospital are provided. The ship is 
air-conditioned and __ stabilizer 
equipped. 

In port, students continue the 
academic program, attending a 
variety of practica related to 
their individual fields of study. 
Field trips, seminars and lectures 
at universities, visits to art gal- 


leries, museums, hospitals, 
schools, and factories are sched- 
uled as are overnight home-stays 
with families, formal receptions 
on the ship and receptions for 
students by government officials 
in the ports.

The books 
were shipped by sea and air via 
military transport to Vietnam,

Ana College astronomy pro- 
grams, open to the public, began 
last Wednesday in the new Tess- 
mann Planetarium. 

The first series, ‘“‘The Zodiac 
and Seasons” finished last Friday 
under the direction of Charles 
Bomgren, instructor of astrono- 
my at SAC and planetarium di- 
rector. 

WEDNESDAY AND FRIDAY
